Andalthoughdiuers of theſe ſhameleſle counterfeit perſons haue (by ſuch meanes as the ſaid Loꝛds haue vſed) 
beene appzehended, and bꝛought into the Starchamber, where by tult ſentence diuers of them haue beene condem- 
ned, and ſet on the Pillozie, loſt theireares, and ſome alſomarked in the face foz their notable abuſes, yet ſuchis the
